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RSL's lone testament to Gallipoli heroes a descendent of original pine

A RARE Lone Pine sapling is 
commemorating Australia's 2200 
Gallipoli war dead at Geelong 
RSL. 

President Rodney Meeke said 
the RSL was "thrilled" to plant a 
descendent of the original 
Gallipoli Lone Pine, a cone of 
which returned with Australian 
soldiers in 1915. 

"It's sensational because it rep- 
resents a very important part of 
Gallipoli history and World War I 
history," Mr Meeke said. 

"We've made sure we've put it 
as part of our latest redevelop- 
ment. It's a wonderful showpiece 
and we're very proud to have it." 

Mr Meeke said Legacy and 
Geelong RSL worked on obtain- 
ing the sapling for 18 months. 

The sapling had pride of place 
at the RSL's entrance, he said. 

Four surviving seedlings of the 
original Lone Pine were planted 
around the state before 
Melbourne's Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources took over responsibili- 
ty for subsequent seedlings. 

The region has two other Lone 
Pines at Torquay and North 
Geelong. Both faced threats amid 
golf club redevelopments but 
were retained amid community 
concern. 

Legacy Geelong's John Burton 
welcomed the latest addition as 
"very significant".

City vacancies 'down'

CENTRAL Geelong has defied 
winter gloom and retail woes to 
record a fall in the number of 
empty shops, according to latest 
research. 

Richard Jenkins, of property 
research firm Opteon, said the 
vacancy rate dropped from 8.4 to 
8.2 per cent in the past six months. 

"These results bode well for 



Geelong, which is considered one 
of Victoria's fastest-growing 
regional cities," he said. 

Mr Jenkins said street frontage 
vacancies decreased from 9.7 to 
8.9 per cent. 

"Certainly some retailers have 
struggled in line with the closure 
through recent administrations of 
Borders and Brown Sugar. 
However, the opening of new stores 
including Dimmeys and the Reject 



Shop has generated leasing activity. 

"Interestingly, there has been a 
rise of one per cent to 6.1 per cent 
in vacancies for the more-expen- 
sive prime shops, while the vacan- 
cy rate for secondary stock fell 
from 13 to 11.2 per cent." 

Mr Jenkins said new tenants in 
the central city area included 
Trenery, Witchery, GNC Livewell, 
Dimmeys and Mad Cap Cafe. 

Notable departures included 



Borders, Angus and Robertson, 
Brown Sugar, Perfume Empire, 
Vodafone and Renegade 
Republic. 

"Fifty-one per cent of retail 
vacancy resides in premises larger 
than 500 square metres," Mr 
Jenkins said. 

The Independent reported in 
April that Opteon believed its fig- 
ures demonstrated Geelong's so- 
called CBD crisis was perception 



rather than reality. 

In the latest report, Mr Jenkins 
said department stores still 
accounted for the highest amount 
of occupied space in the central 
city area at 19.8 per cent. 

Clothing and footwear was next 
on 14.6 per cent, then food retail- 
ing at 11.9 per cent. 

Opteon commercial services 
director Todd Devine said retail- 
ers were seeking smaller spaces. 



"The onus is on landlords to 
consider subdividing these larger 
premises to attract new tenants 
into the CBD rather than wait for 
a single retailer to occupy the 
entire vacant space. 

"While retail sales growth is 
modest, a number of national and 
international retailers continue to 
plan to expand, capitalising on 
Geelong's growing population."

Cabbies on course 
'for better service'

GEELONG's taxi drivers are 
undertaking refresher sessions 
to improve services, according 
to their boss. 

Geelong Taxi Network chief 
executive officer Peter 
Valentine said about 40 drivers a 
month were attending sessions 
since the program began in July. 

The program coincides with 
Victorian Taxi Association 
(VTA) recommending compul- 
sory monthly training for new 
drivers to a state inquiry. 
Premier Ted Baillieu has said 



the inquiry would investigate 
improving public confidence in 
the industry and enhancing 
driver support. 

Mr Valentine said Geelong 
had its "own training regime" 

"It's quite detailed for an 
urban or country depot," he said. 

"A driver doesn't have to do 
anything else once they have 
their driver's authority because 
they've technically allegedly 
attached themselves to a network 
but drivers are always learning 
and we encourage them to come 
to our new refresher training." 

Mr Valentine said the ses- 



sions would refresh drivers on 
changes to regulations, dispatch 
systems, safety ranks, street 
names and laws. 

"We would also support 
compulsory training in 
Geelong. It's been on the cards 
for a while." 

VTA chief David Samuel said 
the inquiry submission suggest- 
ed 12-month training licences, 
anger and stress management 
courses and half-day sessions 
for metropolitan drivers. 

"There have been a few inci- 
dents recently in Geelong, so it's 
very important to get on top of 



issues. A vast majority of drivers 
are great, we only receive one 
complaint for every 9000 nips 
state wide, but incidents can have 
a big impact on the way the 
industry is perceived," Mr 
Samuel said. 

"We want to make sure new 
recruits are equipped to deal 
with situations and know what's 
expected of them. 

"In Geelong things have been 
going really well for a long time 
- we don't want to see problems 
and patterns that that we've had 
in metropolitan Melbourne 
appear. We must be proactive."

Geelong '6000 homes 
short by 2020' - HIA

GEELONG faces critical housing 
shortages within a decade, according 
to a peak building industry body. 

Housing Industry Association 
warned the shortage would reach 
almost 6000 homes by 2020 if building 
rates failed to dramatically increase. 

HIA economist Geordan Murray 
said the disturbing forecast was based 
on current building and demographic 
trends. 

"We looked at housing construction 
numbers for the past 20 years and 
extrapolated those figures into the 
future. We also took into account pro- 



jected population increases as supplied 
by the Australian Bureau of Statistics." 

Mr Murray said the HIA's method 
forecast a national shortage of 500,000 
homes by the end of the decade. 

The shortage in Surf Coast would be 
774 homes and 100 in Borough of 
Queenscliffe. 

Mr Murray said the figures would 
be on top of accommodation shortages 
already experienced in many parts of 
the country. 

"In 2007 occupancy rates per 
dwelling were falling but now that 
trend is beginning to reverse. 

"There's strong anecdotal evidence 



that children are staying at home 
longer. There are also signs of a grow- 
ing trend for houses to be shared by 
multiple families. 

"These are the sort of effects the con- 
straint of housing supply is having." 

Mr Murray welcomed recent releas- 
es of new property subdivisions in the 
Geelong region. 

"Large estates like those at 
Armstrong Creek, Clifton Springs and 
Lara will help mitigate the problem". 

Mr Murray urged all levels of gov- 
ernment to work with the building 
industry to avert the predicted housing 



"Cooperation between everyone 
involved is the key to solving this 
potential problem. 

"The three arms of government 
must support the housing industry and 
help deliver the aspirations of potential 
home owners." 

Mr Murray pointed out that 35 per 
cent of new-home building costs went 
to governments and taxing authorities. 

"Taxes like the GST, stamp duty, 
land tax an infrastructure charges have 
a serious and negative effect on afford- 
ability and the potential for growth," 
he said.

Residents in battle to defeat 'freight hub' plan

LARA and Little River residents face a battle to 
defeat plans for an intermodal freight hub on their 
doorstep, a community action group says.

A spokesperson for developer Buildev, Mark 
Regent, said the company had followed all planning 



processes "and spent about $500,000 on it". 

Mr Regent was "surprised" at an Avalon Airport 
bid to accommodate the hub. 

"It's a bit disingenuous on the part of Avalon that 
after three years planning they want to jump on back 
of it and get a free ride." 

Mr Regent said "various parties" appeared to have 
forgotten that any rail link to Avalon would have to 
go through Buildev land.

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Stadium, library share $20m

GEELONG'S two priority proj- 
ects will receive $10 million each, 
Regional Australia Minister 
Simon Crean has announced. 

The city's library and heritage 
centre upgrade and Skilled Stadium 
stage four redevelopment had both 
requested $15 million each from 
the Government's Regional 
Development Australia fund. 

Mayor John Mitchell said both 
projects could be delivered 
despite the funding shortfall. 

"Geelong getting $20 million out 
of $150 million available national- 
ly is a great result," he said. 



Cr Mitchell was unconcerned 
about the funding shortfall of $5 
million for both projects. 

"We'll get the library project up 
and running. We've already 
pushed the go button on looking 
for architects and surveyors. 

"It's a win-win for everyone. 
As the managers of Skilled 
Stadium, we're happy that was 
funded as well. 

Cats chief Brian Cook wel- 
comed the "sensible" outcome. 

"The federal funding will get us 
lights and the big screen, both of 
which are required to get more 
events to the stadium." 

Mr Cook said the shortfall

meant the upgrade would have to 
go ahead without a planned sports 
museum, an extended public con- 
course and lounge area.

Demolition of the stadium's 
Wade Stand would begin in late 
October or early November to 
make way for stage four. 



Mr Cook said the project was 
still awaiting funding commit- 
ments of $3 million from the AFL 
and $2.5 million from City Hall. 

A spokesman for Mr Crean said 
the final amount had been part of 
on-going discussions with appli- 
cants. 

Geelong Regional Library 
Corporation head Patti Manolis 
said the project already had city 
funding of $20 million and a State 
Government pledge of $15 million. 

"The project will see a new 
multi-storey state of the art 7000- 
square-metre library and heritage 
facility built. 

"Facilities will include commu- 



nity reading areas, children's 
exploration and discovery zone, 
youth space and multimedia 
zones, community IT areas, 
library collections, community 
meeting rooms and an auditorium. 

"It will also strengthen access 
to information and learning for a 
rapidly growing population in the 
Geelong region." 

Mr Crean said the library proj- 
ect would create 299 jobs during 
construction and 17 jobs upon 
completion in December 2014. 

The Skilled Stadium redevelop- 
ment would create 106 jobs dur- 
ing construction, he said.

Retail eyes on 
old Ford land

ZONING changes have revived 
plans for a bulky goods retail cen- 
tre on a former Ford site in North 
Geelong, according to Beacon 
Lighting chief Ian Robinson. 

Mr Robinson said he would 
move his Beacon Lighting store to 
the other side of Melbourne Rd as 
part of any retail redevelopment 
of the Ford land. 

State Government's changes to 
zoning rules for bulky goods retail 
created an opportunity to "revisit" 
plans for retailing on the site. 

The previous government scut- 
tled plans for a retail centre, 
HomeTown, with a 2008 ruling 
the land might be needed for 
industrial expansion. 

But the changes include allowing 
retailing in industrial zones, extend- 
ing the list of business able to oper- 
ate under the bulky goods rules and 
lowering the minimum store size. 



"The changes will encourage 
developers to go ahead with fur- 
ther developments because they'll 
have a bigger pool of potential 
tenants to draw from," Mr 
Robinson said. 

"It's still up to council and the 
local community to decide but it's 
a chance for people to revisit the 
idea. It was discouraged because 
it was on light-industrial land but 
that's a silly restriction." 

Bulky Goods Retailers 
Association head Phillipa Kelly 
said the changes would stimulate 
"millions of dollars" of invest- 
ment in Victoria. 

The former Market Square 
Shopping Centre manager said a 
significant proportion of the 
investment would be in the 
Geelong region. 

Super Retail group director 
Peter Birtles said the changes 
could help his company open new 
stores here. 



The group, including Super 
Cheap Auto, BCF, Rays Outdoors 
and Gold Cross Cycles, planned 
two more stores in the region. 

"This opens up sites not under 
previous consideration, especially 
for our Gold Cross brand which 
wasn't really viable under the 
restrictions. 

"It means developments can 
have a number of retailers apart 
from just the big box stores and 
will make them into seven day a 
week centres instead of shoppers 
mainly coming out on weekends." 

Geelong councillor Rod 
Macdonald, who holds council's 
planning and economic develop- 
ment portfolios, welcomed the 
changes. 

"A number of organisations are 
looking for sites in the region and 
were facing issues around 
whether their proposal constituted 
a legitimate use," he said.

Seat 'safe' for MP 
amid Gillard woe

LABOR Member for 

Corangamite Darren Cheeseman 
believes he will retain his mar- 
ginal seat at the next federal elec- 
tion despite his strong support of 
embattled Prime Minister Julia. 

Mr Cheeseman said he was 
"strongly confident" of holding 
Corangamite despite Ms Gil- 
lard's poor showing in the latest 
polls. 

Newspoll this week put the 
Prime Minister's personal 
approval rating at 23 per cent, 
the second lowest on record. 

Mr Cheeseman said he was 
"staunchly supportive" of Ms 
Gillard despite the polls and 
speculation of a leadership 



change. He was the first 
Australian federal MP to pub- 
licly back Ms Gillard's prime 
ministerial credentials in the 
lead up to her replacement of 
Kevin Rudd last year. 

Mr Cheeseman was confi- 
dent his alliance with Ms 
Gillard would not cost him 
votes in at the next election. 

"The PM is looked on very 
favourably in the electorate as 
she is throughout Victoria". 

Mr Cheeseman said Corang- 
amite would remain in Labor 
hands despite being one of 
Australia's most-marginal elec- 
torates. 

"The seat is not in jeopardy. 

"We'll come back from this 



(current voter dissatisfaction) to 
win the seat and the govern- 
ment". 

Mr Cheeseman described the 
latest polls as "pretty meaning- 
less" given the next federal 
election was due in 2013. 

But he conceded the figures 
reflected community concerns 
over the Gillard Government's 
handling of issues including 
immigration, the proposed car- 
bon tax and the Craig 
Thompson credit card affair. 

"I see a lot of concern and 
anxiety out there among the 
voters," Mr Cheeseman sad. 

"But when we sit down and 
explain our agenda to them they 
become much more supportive 



of us". 

Mr Cheeseman said the 
Government's fortunes would 
change once it had "bedded 
down" key initiatives such as 
immigration reform, its climate 
change package and the pro- 
posed mining tax. 

He believed the Government 
faced an "extremely trying and 
difficult time". 

"We still have a lot of hard 
work to undertake but, despite 
everything, Julia Gillard is still 
the best person to lead the nation. 

"She's undertaking a very 
significant program of econom- 
ic and social reform. 

"The polls are not good but, 
in any case, the Prime Minister 
is not poll-driven."

Objectors seeking 
new church plans

OBJECTORS have lodged 
arguments against proposed 
redevelopment of a historic 
Geelong church, according to a 
council spokesperson. 

The spokesperson said the 
six objections cited concerns 
about how the plans for an 80- 
seat cafe would affect the his- 
torical significance and build- 
ing integrity of the 1865 Mt 
Zion Particular Baptist Church. 

Last week's Independent 
revealed the redevelopment bid 
last week, including its plans to 
use the Lt Ryrie St church's 



baptismal font as a "water fea- 
ture". 

Geelong councillor Barbara 
Abley said Heritage Victoria 
issued a permit for the works 
despite the concerns of City 
Hall officers. 

"Council comment is sought 
by Heritage Victoria prior to a 
decision being made on any 
heritage permit application they 
consider," Cr Abley said. 

"Officers provided heritage 
advice and raised a number of 
concerns with the development, 
in particular, the projecting 
canopy that is to return around 
the front of the building and the 



removal of the original win- 
dows and replacement with 
large aluminium framed doors. 
Officers recommended that 
both of these aspects be recon- 
sidered. 

"Unfortunately, Heritage 
Victoria issued a permit endors- 
ing the proposal, therefore 
seeming not to have agreed to 
any of the changes suggested." 

Cr Abley said the planning 
application for the site included 
an on-premises liquor licence. 

Council officers were consid- 
ering the licence application, 
she said. 

The National Trust's Jennifer 



Bantow confirmed her organi- 
sation had lodged objections. 

Mrs Bantow said Heritage 
Victoria should have advertised 
the proposal instead of granting 
a permit without asking for a 
"more-sympathetic" approach. 

A Heritage Victoria 
spokesperson said one of its 
officer "clarified" council's 
concerns before determining 
that the plans did not impact the 
church's heritage values. 

The church's return canopy 
design was renegotiated and 
altered in the final plans, the 
spokesperson said.

BANNOCKBURN'S Norm 

Robinson is in no doubt about the 
effectiveness of speed cameras. 

"The only people who worry 
about speed cameras are those 
who get caught," the road safety 
campaigner declared. 

Norm was thrust into the road 
safety spotlight after losing his 
son Luke in a high-speed collision 
at Lovely Banks last year. 

Luke's family, friends and 
emergency services workers who 
attended the accident participated 
in a TAC advertising campaign 
called The Ripple Effect. 

"What we want to do is change 
attitudes toward speeding," Norm 
said. 

"It doesn't matter if it's one 
kilometre or 10, you're still over 
the speed limit. 

"A lot of people don't think its 
breaking the law. If there's been 
an assault the community wants 
punishment but when it comes to 
speeding many don't accept the 
fine. 

"Speed cameras are there to 
change the driver's mindset." 

Norm regularly visits schools 
and football clubs to share his 
pain, all the greater last weekend 
during his second Father's Day 
without Luke. 

"It's an emotional roller coaster 
every day but the milestone days 
have ten-fold the emotional 
impact," Norm said. 

"It was Luke's first accident 
and, ironically, he was known as 
the nanny driver - he was always 
the designated driver. 

"I get to speak to a lot of people

through what I do now. You try 
anyway you can to get the mes- 
sage through. 

"Education and awareness-rais- 
ing is what we're about; giving 
young people the tools to make 
right decisions 

"If Luke had been through 
something like that he may not 
have made that stupid decision to 



speed. 

"I think we're getting the mes- 
sage through to some of them, 
we're making some sort of a dif- 
ference. 

"We try to think of what might 
have worked on Luke." 

Norm said a speeding fine 
could act as a warning, particular- 
ly to a young driver. 

"One idea we had was to have 
every P-plater who received a 
speeding ticket write a letter to 
mum and dad explaining why. 

"I know some will say we run 
into privacy issues but this is just 
between parents and child. 

"Instead of hiding the fact 
we've got to break the attitude of 
trying to keep it quiet. 

"Young drivers need to be able 
to speak to their parents about this 
and understand the consequences 
we face every day."

Dithering on drugs 

ALAN Kent's letter in the August 26 Independent 
decrying the tough-on-drugs stance within the com- 
munity was misguided. 

The view that decriminalising drugs will remove 
the problem is wrong. Making something that's bad 
for one's health legal doesn't change the fact it is 
bad for your health. 

Marijuana is not harmless. The number of young 
people with psychosis or mental health problems is 
evidence enough. 

The damage I see from this supposedly harmless 
drug is staggering. 

Mr Kent had a partial solution in treating users as 
persons with a medical problem but at the same time 
law enforcement officers need to be able to charge 
and prosecute strongly and with vigour the people 
importing, dealing and selling drugs. They need to 
be hit with the full force of the law and the judiciary 
needs to sentence them to the maximum allowed. 

Should there be a link to the death of an addict the 
law must allow their families to seek a civil claim 
against the dealer, supplier or importer. 

I regard dealers as anyone caught with commer- 
cial quantities. Should a street seller with a provable 
fixed abode be apprehended police should have the 
automatic right to conduct a search of the premises 
and prosecute them if large quantities of illegal sub- 
stances are found. 

Police should be able to compulsorily direct them 
to medical intervention if smaller amounts are found. 

My opinions may be considered draconian but 
while we dither with lives being destroyed the ripple 
effect on families is devastating.

Turbines terminated 

AFTER 18 months of consultation, the Victorian 
Coalition Government has enacted its wind turbine 
planning policy, giving homeowners certainty about 
how close by wind turbines can be built 
(Independent, September 2).

Armstrong Creek will be 
constructed largely on a flood- 
plain and bereft of public 
transport infrastructure. 

As for the rail link, despite 
$800 million or more in invest- 
ment it offers at best a six- 
minute benefit on a good day. 

Committee For Geelong 
chair Michael Betts should be 
commended for stating the 
obvious in calling for an inde- 
pendent planning mechanism 
that, on a smaller scale, 
enabled Geelong's waterfront 
upgrade to become reality 
rather than part of a wishlist, 
as is currently the case with 
major projects.

Good neighbours 

THE TRUTH about wind farming in this state is that 
it makes some adjoining neighbours seriously 
unwell, forcing them out of their homes and off their 
multigenerational farms. 

Others are literally trapped in homes, becoming 
increasingly unwell and unable to sell or move. 

Turbine hosts and their families have also been 
adversely affected but their contracts restrict them 
from talking publicly. Some are now privately con- 
tacting us for advice and information. 

Clinical whistleblowers globally have been 
ignored on this issue. Medical practitioners and 
acousticians from the UK, Europe, Canada, the USA 
and Australia are trying to alert authorities to this 
growing public health problem, which is completely 



preventable with safer siting based on proper inde- 
pendent acoustic and medical research. 

This research has not yet been done. The Waubra 
Foundation was established in 2010 to advocate for 
such research. 

Finally a Planning Minister has listened to the 
growing concerns of rural residents. On the basis of 
our Australian field observations, in which neigh- 
bours report sleep and body vibrations in conjunc- 
tion with turbine operation up to 10km from the 
nearest turbine, the new setback is not far enough to 
protect adjoining residents but it's a good start. 

When the research is done it will help everybody, 
including the wind industry, to proceed with safe sit- 
ing of wind turbines in the knowledge they will 
indeed be good neighbours, not to mention good 
corporate citizens.

To dismiss them out of hand is akin to 
abolishing the Bureau of Meteorology because tomor- 
row's forecast of 24C ended up being 23C instead. 

Thousands of scientists have observed, recorded 
and studied the effects of climate change. Evidence 
includes rising air and sea temperatures, melting ice 
caps and glaciers, acidification of the oceans, melt- 
ing permafrost and changes in weather patterns. 

As for the political, we had a choice between 
Labor's ETS, which morphed into an interim carbon 
tax, or the Liberal's pay-the-polluter model. I prefer 
the former because it is the most cost-effective way 
to meet our international commitments and trans- 
form our economy. 

The green wave of investment is a massive oppor- 
tunity for Australia, so we move with the world and 
benefit rather than bury our head in the sand and rely 
on old energy. 

I agree the $76 trillion cost over 40 years sounds 
scary. However, it represents about three per cent of 
world GDP. 

That's not a great sacrifice to change our unsus- 
tainable ways.

Dry winter ends 

AUGUST was Geelong's driest month for the year 
so far. 

The Breakwater racecourse weather station 
recorded just 19.6mm compared to Geelong's 49mm 
average, meaning August was within the lowest 10 
per cent recorded rain for the month since records 
began in 1871. 

The driest August was in 1982 when only 10mm 
was recorded at North Geelong. 

Most of the region was well down, with the 
Otways only receiving about 50 to 60 per cent of the 
average. The Bellarine Peninsula was similarly 
affected and the Bannockburn and Lara areas were 
even drier. 

Winter rain was around 80 per cent of the long- 
term normal, predicted accurately by Bureau of 
Meteorology in its three-monthly outlook - itself an 
unusual occurrence. 

Winter rain at Geelong totalled 110mm across the 
urban area compared to the 30-year normal 140mm. 

Thanks to the bureau's figures we can also see 
that the new Breakwater station's urban location 
tends to record temperatures at this time of year 
around .6C warmer than its predecessor at Geelong 
Airport. The Breakwater figures for August of 6.4C 
for minimums and 16. 6C for maximums seem to 
show a warmer month by around half a degree, so 
full comparisons will be impossible until a new nor- 
mal can be calculated. 

Given the lack of interest in Geelong's ongoing 
weather record at official levels, this is highly 
doubtful.

Lexus' luxury SUV, the LX570 is big, 
brash and unashamedly a car for the 
person who wants everything. It can 
be a lot of things for many people, or at 
least people with around $150,000 to 
spend, and a decent sized garage could be 
useful as well. 

Because this is a genuine off-road 
vehicle, a real people mover with plenty 
of interior space, and an exceptional tow 
vehicle. 

In particular, the new Lexus has the low 
noise levels we have come to love in these 
upmarket Japanese cars for close to two 
decades now. Even more impressive was 
the ride comfort, no matter what the road 
surface the big 4WD simply loped over it 
with never a sign of it being unsetded. 

Few will ever drive a big Lexus off- 
roader hard at corners but it hangs on 
pretty well considering it weighs in at 
close to three tonnes. 

Body roll isn't too bad and all occu- 
pants will travel securely and safely 
under all conditions, with spacious room 
inside. The LX570 is a large people 
mover that provides comfort for up to 



eight people all of whom can be adults, 
though four adults and four children is a 
more practical arrangement. 

Lexus LX models are often used for 
heavy duty towing, particularly of horse 
floats. So the latest model has a big 
3500kg braked towing capacity. 

All you have to do is have the Lexus 
dealer add a tow-ball, because the rear 
chassis rail is already a heavy-duty two-bar. 

The LX570 has genuine off-road abili- 
ty. While almost all vehicles in this rar- 
efied class are pretenders that appear to 
be 4WDs but are really only suited to soft 
off-road running, the Lexus has a tough 
body, variable ride height and the latest in 
mechanical and electronic aids to provide 
plenty of ground clearance and excellent 
traction. It really can go places where few 
others would dare to go. 

The dash panel, seats and trim have all 
been designed specifically for the LX570. 
Quality leather, genuine timber, metals 
and carpet are used throughout. 

It comes as no surprise that the quality 
of finish is astonishingly good, the com- 
pany has been famed for this since day 
one. The latest LX series is virtually an

LS series limo with four-wheel-drive 
capability. Lexus uses two air condition- 
ing units that divide the vehicle into four 
individual zones to give everyone their 
own private atmosphere by way of 28 dif- 
ferent ventilation outlets. 

The 570 in the latest LX's title indi- 
cates the capacity of its twin-cam 5.7-litre 
V8 engine. Though it weighs close to 
three tonnes, the 270 kW and 530 Nm 
generated powers this 4WD to 100 km/h 
in only 7.8 seconds. 

The LX570 is certainly no economy 
machine. Indeed, it's thirsty almost to the 
point of being anti-social. Our testing 



showed it to use around 11 to 13 litres per 
hundred kilometres in the gentlest of 
highway running conditions. 

And figures close to 18 litres per hun- 
dred kilometres won't be surprising in 
suburban commuting in traffic. 

Australia is very important to Lexus 
and its parent company Toyota. So 
Japanese and Australian Lexus engineers 
got together to test prototypes of the 
LX570 in the Australian outback and the 
Great Dividing Range. 

Some 200,000 kilometres were cov- 
ered over a three-year period and many 
improvements were made as a result. 




Two air-conditioning units divide 
the interior into four zones. 

Not a car for everyone, but those who 
do have a good sized bank account and 
who need a genuinely tough vehicle that 
can hold a lot of people and their luggage 
may well find this superbly refined 
machine from Lexus is exactly what they 
need.

Despite the rapid growth in the number of 
4WD/SUV vehicles on the market there are 
still only about half a dozen vehicles that are 
capable of handling serious off-road conditions. 

When these conditions become ultra-serious the 
field narrows even further, arguably down to just the 
Land Rover Defender and the Jeep Wrangler both 
rough and rugged vehicles with their own distinct 
pedigree. 

Launched in 1987 as the replacement for the long- 
serving Jeep CJ, Wrangler is the closest direct 
descendant of the legendary World War II Jeep. Even 
now, 70 years later, the similarity in appearance 



between the two vehicles is obvious with its square 
angular styling, round headlights and characteristic 
seven-slot grille. 

The current Wrangler, released here in 2007, 
Wrangler is significantly larger than its predecessor 
and, for the first time comes with the choice between 
two and four door bodies. 

The two-door Wrangler Sport is 133 mm wider 
and 340 mm longer than the old model while the 
four-door Wrangler Unlimited is 528 mm longer 
than the previous two-door. At 2947 mm the 
Unlimited's wheelbase is 523 mm longer than that of 
the Sport.

Other traditional Jeep features such 
as external bonnet latches and fold- 
down front windscreen have been 
retained, although to improve the vehi- 
cle's aerodynamics the windscreen 
now has the slightest of curves instead 
of the flat screen used in previous 
models. 

Wrangler comes with the choice of a 
3.8-litre V6 petrol engines. Both pro- 
vide the torque required for the off- 
road work, 315 Nm at 4000 rpm from 
the V6 and 460 Nm between 2000 to 
2600 revs from the manual diesel (400 
Nm from the automatic). Maximum 
power is 146 kW and 130 kW respec- 
tively. 

Both Wrangler models come with a 
six-speed manual gearbox. The four- 
door Unlimited has a five-speed auto- 
matic, the Sport makes do with four- 
speed. 

Safety in the new Wrangler has been 
improved with the inclusion of four- 
wheel disc ABS brakes, stability and 
traction control, dual front airbags and 
optional side airbags. 

Wrangler comes with the choice of 
soft and hard tops, the latter in three 
separate sections. Removal of either 
top is a fully manual operation, no 
push-buttons here, so give yourself 
plenty of time to put the top back on 
again if you see rain clouds in the dis- 
tance. 

The Wrangler's Off -road pack is 
aimed at the serious four wheel driver 
and includes for the first time on petrol 
variants electronically controlled rear 
axle differential lock, 3.73 axle ratio 
on manual and automatics, and elec- 
tronic front sway bar disconnect.

Wheel travel is 
enormous, the 410 Nm of torque from 
the diesel/manual variant is more than 
adequate, the six-speed transmission, 
with dual-range, meets just about any 
challenge and clearances are generally 
not an issue. 

The Jeep Wrangler Unlimited, 
because of the nature of its long 
wheelbase is more prone to scraping 
the centre underbody than the shorter 
wheelbase vehicle as we found in 
steep climbs that culminated in a sharp 
angle to reach the plateau. The 
Rubicon has the lowest crawl speed 
we have ever encountered in a produc- 
tion 4WD and its ability to both 
descend extreme hills at snail's pace 
and rock-hop ascents has to be experi- 
enced to be fully appreciated.

ANGLERS trolling for snapper hit the big time in 
the past week, with good numbers taken from the 
outer harbour. 

Terry Knowles trolled the Wilson Spit area to 
catch four over 4kg each. 

Nearby Paul Jeffrie also landed four fish, his best 
a beauty of 6.7kg. 

But the best fish taken for the week on lure was 
by Danny Skene. At over 7.5kg, they don't get much 
better in our waters. 

Lures getting the results were Dr Evil, Koolie 
Minnows and Tail Dancers, all of which can dive to 
9m plus. 

Not to be outdone, Peter Bennet fished the inner- 
harbour twice for a total seven snapper between 2 
and 4kg on fresh pilchards. 

Soft plastics anglers found plenty of small snap- 
per from the outer edge of Royal Geelong Yacht 
Club's wall along with some nice snotty trevalla. 
Turtleback worms were the best lure. 

The Stingaree spoil grounds produced a variety of 
species, with whiting and small snapper dominating. 
Both bait and soft plastics were successful. 

Salmon were present close to Alcoa Pier, with 
Paul Sparks trolling the area to catch plenty of fish 
from 900g to just over 1kg on laser lures. 

Joe McMahon found plenty of squid on the 
inshore grass beds at Hermsley. Most were around 
500g but he landed two better than 1kg, with small 
Yamashita jigs best. 

Squid were also taken from St Leonards to 
Edwards Point, also on small, natural coloured jigs. 

Whiting numbers improved, with results coming

from Coles Channel all the way to St Leonards. The 
afternoon tides have been best. 

Terry Richmond had a ball catching quality silver 
trevally in Queenscliff 's cut. With the fish nudging 
1.5kg, it might be worth fishing the cut with soft 
plastics an hour either side of high tide. 

Salmon were caught in the Barwon River estuary. 
Andrew Delica found some nice fish over 1kg while 



using soft plastics. 

Offshore waters over 40m produced some good 
numbers of snapper, with the inshore reefs harbour- 
ing small pinkies. 

The influx of small snapper offshore has also 
brought thresher sharks including a few lost on light 
snapper gear. 

Silvio Santori tried trolling Rapala X Rap 30s out- 



side of The Rip this week but failed to land a thrash- 
er, although he hooked two fish estimated around 
40kg each. 

Surf anglers struggled to find the salmon in calm, 
clear water along the coast last week. The mouth of 
the St George River produced fish to 1kg for lure 
casters, while similar results were reported from 
Cinema Point. 

Freshwater reports improved by the day. Lake 
Tooliorook returned plenty of trout averaging 1kg, 
with similar fish taken from Deep Lake and Bostock 
and West Moorabool reservoirs. 

Stuart Osborne fished West Barwon Reservoir 
where he landed two small rainbow trout but a 2.8kg 
brown made his day. Stuart used a Lil Ripper lure in 
the clear minnow colour, finding the fish active late 
in the afternoon. 

Lake Purrumbete continued to produce any num- 
ber of redfin on ice jigs or bobbers but the trout has 
had everyone excited. Fish of all sizes have been 
being taken, with anglers never knowing what will 
hit their lure or bait next. 

Lake Elingamite produced redfin to well over 1kg 
along with trout close to 2.5kg. Lures were best, 
especially when slow-trolling small, bibbed offer- 
ings such as Rapalas, SX 40s and Cherry Bloods. 

Most anglers struggled to land fish from our 
streams on the official opening of the trout season, 
with the water still a little discoloured. 

However, Corey Gallagher hit Aire River in the 
Otways where the perfect water conditions yielded 
small brown trout on offer. Early morning and 
evening hosted the most activity for Corey's mix of 
hard-bodied and soft plastic lures. 

Conditions looking unfavourable for the weekend 
but plenty of options remain. Freshwater destina- 
tions include Bostock or West Moorabool reser- 
voirs. 

Saltwater anglers should work soft plastics along 
Geelong's waterfront or troll for snapper from North 
Shore rocks to the silos or the edge of the channel 
from Point Henry all the way to Clifton Springs.
